Britain but One of Many in 
Council, He Warns; Gives 
No Pledge of Veto. 


London, March 4 (By A. P.). 
The net result of today’s debate in 
the house of commons on the Ge- 
neva meeting of the League of Na- 
tions March 8, was to leave matters 
much as they were, inasmuch as Sir 
Austen Chamberlain, secretary for 
foreign affairs, will go to Geneva 
with a free hand. He, announced 
himself, however, in agreement with 
the policy of the government and 
the nation, to do nothing to hurt 
Germany’s chance of becoming a 
member of the league. 

Sir Austen made a long statement 
in the house, but his speech left the 
opposition critics unsatisfied. For- 
mer Premier Lloyd George, with his 
aptness of phrase, put the matter 
thus: 

“The wine of Locarno is already 
badly corked, due to this unfortu- 
nate series of incidents.” 


Backed by Premier. 


The foreign secretary set his key- 
note at the start of his speech-—‘‘it 
is a wish very close to my heart that 
in my tenure of office as foreign 
secretary I might carry the general 
sentiment of the nation with me and 
that nothing in my language or at- 
titude might make this an issue 
between the parties this 
country.’’ 

Sir Austen was loyally supported 
by Premier Baldwin, who in his 
speech winding up the debate ven- 
tured to predict that when the sec. 
retary returned from Geneva those 
who now distrusted him would be 
the first to acknowledge that he had 
built still another stone into the 
temple of European peace. 

,Both the prime minister and the 
foreign secretary strongly empha- 
sized that Great Britain was only a 
single nation at Geneva, and there- 
fore could neither be arbiter of the 
agenda nor avoid consideration of 
the desires and ambitions of other 
countries. 

Sir Austen insisted on the impos- 
sibility of any single nation seeking 
to lay down in advance a plan of 
action for the league council and 
assembly. The right of Germany, 
the United States and Russia to 
permanent seats when they sought 
them was unquestioned, but similar 
claims of other nations was a mat- 
ter for an interchange of ideas and 
free play of thought within the body 
of the assembly. 

To one thing the British govern- 
ment never would lend itself——try- 
ing to recreate in the league council 
camps of opposing forces, which 
were the curse of Europe before the 
war.

‘he exposition. The Marine band 
was seated on the stage in the main 
hall and gave a concert following 
the speeches: Miss Dorothy Wall- 
auer and Louis Thompson gave vo- 
cal selections, accompanied at the 
plano by Miss Dorothy Burch. This 
recital was given under the auspices 
of the O. J. DeMoll Co. 


Martin A. Leese Speaks. 


The principal address of the eve- 
ning was given by Martin A. Leese, 
president of the chamber. He said 
in part: 

“The object of the Chamber of 
Commerce in sponsoring an event 
of this kind is to reveal to Wash- 
ingtonians and others that the na- 
tional Capital, contrary to general 
opinion, has a commercial develop- 
ment of vital importance. There 
are few, the chamber believes, who 
realize that the products of local 
industrial and business concerns 
last year had an estimated value of

Proud of Development. 


“The Chamber of Commerce is 
proud to be able to say that indus- 
trial development is being guided 
carefully to fit into the aesthetic 
scheme of things—the picture of 
beauty for which the Capital City 
is noted. 

“It also is pleased to report that 
this commercial expansion is eco- 
nomically sound. Our figures show 
that the value of products manu- 
factured in Washington has in- 
creased approximately $12,000,000 
since 1923. In 1920 there were 
500 industrial plants in Washing- 
ton. By 1923 the number had 
reached 600 and in the last two 
years approximately 100 have been 
added to this list. 

“This growth is steady and sure 
and would not have followed had 
not conditions here been ideal for 
the lighter types of commercial en- 
terprise that the chamber believes 
may well be fostered to the benefit 
of the city.

"| Father Victor Fabre Tells of 


Being Wounded While in 
Prison for Week. 


New York, March 4 (By A. P.). 
Mother Superior Lorenza Rivarrez, 
founder of the Order of St. Theresa 
in Mexico, who is now a refugee in 
New York, today told with tear- 
filled eyes the story of her expul- 
sion from that country, together 
with other nuns and priests. 

“My convent is no more,” she 
said. ‘‘My nuns are hiding in homes 
of their friends or, friendless,-are 
left in the streets. My 30 years of 
work have been destroyed by the 
government in a day.’”’ 

The mother superior is one of a 
band of two nuns and ten priests 
who landed in New York yesterday 
on the Spanish Royal Mail liner, 
Leon XIII. They are the first of 
Mexico’s expelled Roman Catholic 
clergy to reach this country. 

Mother Lorenza is accompanied 
-by a Theresan sister sent with her 
from the Havana convent, out of 
‘respect to her years and her services 
to the order. The two Theresan 
sisters and a Carmelite nun, who 
has been ill since her expulsion 
from her convent, will sail for Bar- 
celona in their native Spain on Sat- 
urday. 


Founded College 30 Years Ago. 
They keep shyly to themselves, 


Mother Lorenza told her story, with 
Father Fabre, Chanoine priest, 
translating her Spanish into French, 
to a representative of the Associ- 
ated Press. 

“Thirty years ago I founded the 
college in Mexico City, with only 
a handful of novitiates,’’ she said. 
‘“‘When the order of explusion was 
delivered to me on February 27 by 
.agents of the police, I had over 200 
under the rule.’’ 

The order follows the rule of St. 
Therasa, teaching young girls and 
doing good work among the poor. 
“It has been a very sad thing to 
see them driven out and the con- 
vent looted and closed,’’ she said. 

‘“‘What is there left for me? Re- 
tirement into the convent in Bar- 
celona. I am too old to start again 
the work I have spent my life ac- 
complishing, which has been de- 
stroyed in one day.”’ 

Father Victor Fabre’s story was 
much the same. Coming out of 
France 32 years ago to do mission- 
ary work in Mexico, today an old 
man, penniless, homeless, he faces 
a new start in Santo Domingo. 

‘‘No one can imagine the horrors 


that have befallen, our church in 


Mexico,” he said. ‘Priests and 
nuns of every order have been ex- 
pelled, their churches and institu- 
tions looted and closed by order-of 
the government. 

‘“‘My own experience was that of 
being thrust out of my church in 
Mexico City, La Candelario, and 
with four others in this group 
thrust into prison for a week. I 
was brutally treated by police 
agents and suffered a painful 
wound in the back. 

‘During the days in prison I re- 
ceived a constant stream of visitors 
from among the people. They are 
good people.and devout. They are 
badly distressed over the course of 
the government against the Catho- 
jlic clergy. If they had the strength 
they would be in open revolt. As 
it is, they pray for the interven- 
tion of your country to rescue them 
from a tyrannous government. 

“After the prison,* we were 
Lmaroned with no belongings and

Hence we find bolshevist 
Mexican state authorities determin- 
ing that one minister of religion is 
enough for twenty thousand people. 
This is freedom on religion as 
understood by our Mexican Ambas- 
sador, who tells us there is no such 
thing as persecution in his country. 

‘‘In order to preach the doctrine 
of Jesus Christ in Mexico one must 
be a Mexican by birth. If the Sav- 
iour of the world came back to Mex- 
ico he would be exiled forthwith by 
Calles, the president, because he is 
not a born Mexican.”’

He de- 
layed a long time because he saw 
that the aims of the allies were 
predatory and _ disgraceful. He 
might have got peace without 
American intervention if he had not 
been so unconsciously influenced by 
American financial interests and if 
British statesmen had been deter- 
mined to end the war at the earliest 
possible moment instead of want- 
ing what Lloyd George, to his eter- 
nal discredit, called a knockout 
blow.”’ 


Applaud House Is Aim. 


The liberal newspapers gener- 
ally applaud the intention of 
House’s missions and the results of 
his activities. 

“He, no more than Wilson, was 
faultless,’’ says the Westminster Ga- 
zette, “but he has those common 
imperfections which give humanity 
to his work. If the world today 
looks rather different from that he 
would have modeled, at least it is 
most different from that which 
would have existed if he had. not 
lived and worked.’”’ 

A. J. Cummings, assistant editor 
of the Daily News, in his review in 
that paper expresses the belief that 
House “for good or evil would have 
brought America into the war 
twelve months earlier, though he 
strove for peace with grim, almost 
tigerish tenacity.”’ 

Several of the reviewers quote Sir 
Horace Plunkett’s definition of Wil- 
son’s and House’s friendship as ‘‘the 
eerste and most fruitful personal 
alliance in human history.”’ 


150 AIRPLANE ENGINES. 
ARE ORDERED FOR NAVY 


Contract, Involving $2.364,- | 


000, Largest Since World 
War, Wilbur Says. 


$3,/00,000 MORE AHEAD

(By the Associated Press.) 

Secretary Wilbur announced yes- 
terday that, with authorization of 
a $2,364,000 contract for 150 air- 
plane engines to the Packard 
Motor Car Co., of Detroit, the larg- 
est single aviation contract made 
by the government since the war, 
he had completed the placing of 
orders for naval air service equip- 
ment aggregating $6,500,000. 

The orders cover 116 planes of 
various types and 261 engines. Ad- 
ditional contracts nearing signa- 
ture cover an outlay of $3,700,000 
still to be made, which will provide 
for 127 additional planes. 

“All the planes and engines, with 
the exception of 20 training planes 
and some amphibians, will be re- 
quired to equip the two aircraft 
carriers, Lexington and Saratoga,”’ 
the Secretary’s announcement said. 
Mr. Wilbur added that the an- 
nouncement showed not only that 
the navy was going ahead with its 
aviation development, but that ‘‘it 
cost money.”’ 

The 150 Packard engines cover- 
ed by the newest contract are of 
the $00 horsepower type developed 
by the company in cooperation 
with navy experts after three years 
of work. They will go into heavy 
bombing, scouting and _ torpedo 
planes to be placed aboard the car- 
riers, While an additional order for 
75 600-horsepower Packards will 
provide motive power for part of 
the fighting planes to be included 
in the air fleet of the converted 
battle cruisers. 

Plane contracts already placed 
include 27 Boeing patrol ships, 35 
curtiss fighting planes, 10 Loening 
amphibians, 24 Martin combined 
scouts and torpedo planes and 20 
“consolidated’’ training planes. A 
contract also has been placed for 
56 Wright “tornado” engines, 
while the contracts still to be 
placed include 100 bombers and 27 
additional Loening amphibians.

There is an increasingly insistent 
demand here that the President 
take some action toward bringing 
the war to a close. The impres- 
sion grows that the allies are more 
determined upon the punishment 
of Germany than upon exacting 
terms that neutral opinion would 
consider just. This feeling will in- 
crease if Germany discontinues 
her illegal submarine activities. 

I believe the President would 
now be willing publicly to commit 
the United States to joining with 
the other powers in a convention 
looking to the maintenance of 
peace after the war, provided’ he 
announce at the same time that if 
the war continued much longer he 
proposed calling a conference to 
discuss peace. 

If the President is to serve hu- 
manity in a large way steps should 
be taken now, rather than wait un- 
til the opportunity becomes less 
fortunate. His statement would 
be along the lines you and I have 
so often discussed and which you 
express in your letter to me of 
September 22, 1915; that is, the 
nations subscribing to this agree- 
ment should pledge themselves to 
side against any power breaking 
a treaty. 

The convention should formulate 
rules for the purpose of limiting 
armaments both on land and sea 
and for the purpose of making war- 
fare more humane to those actu- 
ally engaged in safeguarding the 
lives and property of neutrals and 
noncombatants. 

The convention should bind the 
signatory powers to side against 
any nation refusing in case of dis- 
pute to adopt some other method of 
settlement than that of war. 

I am sure this is the psychologi- 
cal moment for this statement to 
be made, and I would appreciate

RETIRING LEGISLATION. 

The sponsors of the new retirement bill 
have made a good beginning in their effort.to 
have the measure passed’ at this session of 
Congress, which, it confidently hoped by 
members of both houses, will be crowned with

subcommittee of the House committee on civil 
service has approved the final draft of a bill 
which raises the annuity of retired employes 
from $720 to $1,200 a vear, based on a salary 
of $1,800. It also lowers the age limit from 
70 to 62 in the case of emploves:in the execu- 
tive departments after’ 30 years’ service, and 
-to 60 for employes of the postal service. In 
the Senate, Mr. Stanfield, who is steering the 
course of the bill, will await the actuaries’ 
figures before reporting the measure favorably.

Thus it appears probable that relief is at 
hand for Federal employes when they have 
reached an age that entitles them to quit 
active work. Senator Stanfield is hopeful that 
before reporting the bill he will be able to 
write into it a clause that will permit the re- 
tirement of employes after 30 years of service 
regardless of age, or, at any rate, to reduce the 
age limit below that of 62, the age fixed in the 
House bill. It is understood that the govern- 
ment actuaries who are figuring the cost of 
more liberal ‘retirement legislation will be 
ready to report to Congress within a few days, 
and_no time will be lost in the Senate commit- 
tee after the figures have been received in 
agreeing upon a final draft of the proposed bill. 
Once on the Senate calendar there is little 
doubt that the retirement bill will be passed.

WOMEN AND POLITICS. 

Mrs. Mary T. Norton, Democratic representa-

They want: 

1. Legislation to enable farmers to adjust 
supply of farm products to American demand 
by controlling the marketing of the surplus. 

There is only one way for the farmers to 
adjust supply to demand, and that is to raise 
less of certain staple products. How can the 
Federal government control the marketing of 
the surplus without buying and storing the 
surplus? The government can assist the farm- 
ers in cooperative efforts to sell the surplus 
advantageously; but not undertake to 
guarantee the growers corn any other 
farm product a price that will meet cost of pro- 
duction and a fair profit. 

2. Two secure stable domestic prices. 

How can the government do this .without 
undertaking to fix price levels? if the gov- 
ernment can do this for farm products, why 
not for all commodities? 

3. To reflect in such price levels the import 
duties intended to protect American values. 

It is difficult to understand just what this 
means. If it is meant that the government 
shall arbitrarily raise the market price of 
corn or wheat by an amount equal to the im- 
port duty on corn or wheat, the proposition 
is unworkable. How can the government in- 
crease the domestic market price of corn or 
wheat? And what connection is there between 
this rate of arbitrary increase and the protec- 
tive tariff? Both corn and wheat now have 
an import duty. A tariff} is placed on foreign 
imported, not domestic, goods. 

4. To reflect in such price levels the ad- 
vantage of orderly marketing in case of ex- 
port surplus. 

Again it is difficult to learn what is meant 
by this. Does it mean that fhe government is 
to fix prices for surplus exports and thus to 
control marketing so that it will be orderly? 
If not, what is meant? 

The machinery proposed is the creation of 
a Federal farm board with government funds 
to which each farm commodity group will con- 
tribute ‘‘for stabilization through control of 
surplus.’’ If this means anything, it means 
that the government shall provide a Federal 
farm board with a fund for buying and con- 


can 


of or 


trolling the four or five staple products, to: 


which the several groups shall contribute; how 
much or in what proportion is not known. But 
obviously the government is to take upon it- 
self the responsibility of buying and control- 
ling and marketing all surplus farm products, 
for the purpose of ‘‘stabilizing”’ prices. 

Finally it is proposed that the government 
shall collect from each producer or seller 
whose commodity the board sells, an ‘‘excise 
tax’’ or “equalization fee’’ to make the cost 
of selling equitable among all producers. 

If this is a correct analysis of thé desires of 
the representatives of the corn growers and 
others, it is simply an effort on their part to 
have the government raise arbitrarily by law 
the market prices of farm products and main- 
tain the arbitrary level. It can not be done. 
Congress can not act in defiance of economic 
laws,

THE WAREHOUSE ACT. 

The United States expends about $200,000 
annually in the admifiistration of the Federal 
warehouse act for the benefit of the farmers 
and growers. This law permits warehouses 
to come under the Federal jurisdiction, in- 
cluding examination and certification. of com- 
modities and the issuance of certificates of 
grading which are good*securities for loans 
at banks. 

There are now, about 1,000 warehouses 
operating under the Federal act. The work 
has been expanding each year. On April 1, 
1920, the total licensed storage capacity for 
cotton was 50,000 bales and for grain 136,000 
bushels. On May 1, 1925, the cotton-storage 
capacity reached 2,710,000 bales; and for 
grains 28,000,000 bushels. Today the storage 
capacity for grain is about 34,480,000 bushels; 
for tobacco about 666,600,000 pounds, and for 
wool about 36,000,000 pounds. 

Since February, 1923, peanuts, broom corn, 
beans, potatoes, syrup and dried fruits have 
been made eligible for. Federal examination 
and storage under the warehouse act. 

The primary advantage of operating under 
the Federal warehouse system is that it se- 
cures to the farmers better opportunities to 
borrow money on their products.

Chicago, March 4 (By A. P.). 
When grandmother complains 
that Willie is “born tired,’ per- 
haps she is right. The popular 
suspicion that some people are 
weary from birth is supported by 
science, Dr. Max Seham, Minne- 
apolis professor of pediatrics at 
the University of Minnesota, de- 
clared today in addressing the 
mid-West conference on parent 
education. 

There are those whom science 
calls asthenics, meaning without 
strength. An asthénic can not be 
expected to do what his 
vigorous brothers do, Dr. Seham 
said, any more than an engine 
can perform the work of one hav- 
ing greatcr horsepower.

HEATING AND FREEZING. 


T does no harm to eat measly 
] pork and other forms of trichi- 

nous meat, provided the meat 
has been thoroughly cooked. Fur- 
thermore, it is safe to eat trichi- 
nous meat raw, smoked or un- 
smoked, provided it has been held 
for 25 days at a temperature of 5 
degrees Fahrenheit or less. Five 
degrees Fahrenheit is 27 degrees 
below freezing. These opinions are 
the results of experiments made by 
Schwartz, of the bureau of animal 
industry, and are published under 
the authority of the Secretary of 
Agriculture. 

Rats were fed meat that.was high- 
ly infested with trichinous rabbit 
meat. But before it was fed, the 
meat was put in water which was 
heated until it began to boil. The 
rats neither suffered from acute 
poisoning of any sort nor did they 
subsequently develop trichinosis nor 
any other disease. 


Another batch of rats was fed 
highly infested hog meat which, 
however, was cooked in the ordi- 
nary way before it was fed. Two 
other sets of rats, one set of dogs 
and one set of cats were fed badly 
infested pork which had been frozen 
for 25 days at the temperature 
given above. None of the animals 
in any batch was made sick in any 
way. 


The conclusion was that “‘pork in 
which trichina have been destroyed 
by cooking or by some other method 
known to devitalize trichina will 
not produce any of the symptoms 
characteristic of trichinosis or 
other harmful effects.’”’ So much 
for the safety of trichinous meat 
and the opinion of Schwartz 
thereon.

STAGES DEMONSTRATION

Points to Lee in Gallery in n 
Supporting His Fitness 
for Service. 


Representative Blanton, of Texas, 
assailed Commissioner Fenning: and | 
the police department in the Hones | 
yesterday. | 

He renewed his charges of un- 
fitness against William Wolf Smith, 
general counsel of the veterans’ 
bureau, and declared Mr. Fenning 
was the “wrong man” to be Dis- 


trict commissioner. 

The first thing he did when he 
came into office, said Mr. Blanton, 
was to call Capt. A. J. Headley, for- 
Mer traffic inspector, ‘‘who had 
given years of service,’’ into his of- 
fice and say ‘‘I demote you.” 

He staged quite a‘ floor demon- 
stration in favor of Sergt.

Mr. Blanton asked the 
House to look upon him as Lee 
expanded his chest and threw out 
his shoulders. 

“That man was” retired = as 
physically unfit for service,’’ ex- 
claimed Mr. Blanton, while the 
House applauded loudly. 

The Texan called on Representa- 
tives Hil] and Tydings, of Maryland, 
world war veterans, tcfnelp him get 
Mr. Smith out of the Yeterans’ bu- 
reau. The alleged abuses of his in- 
afficiency, which he cited Wednes- 
day, were but examples of thou- 
sands of cases, Mr. Blanton said.

IS GAIN OVER YEAR AGO

The Washington Railway & Elec- 
tric Co. yesterday reported to the 


public utilities commission that it 
had net income of $26,253.26 for 
the month of January, and its sub- 
sidiary, the Potomac Electric Power 
Co., had net earnings for the month 
of $283,031.57. 

Both these figures represent sub- 
stantial advances over correspond- 
ing figures for January, 1925. In 
the latter month the street car con- 
cern earned $10,773.60, net, the 
difference being chiefly that the 
company paid $13,000 less interest 
than a year ago. The power com- 
pany enjoyed net earnings of $259.,- 
881.72, January a year ago. 

Operating revenue of the car com- 
pany for the first month of the 
current year totaled $403,065.79. 
Operating expenses and taxes were 
$333,795.42, reducing operating in- 
come to $69,270.37. Other items 
of income were $16,794.15, making 
gross income, less- operating ex- 
penses and taxes, $86,064.52, from 
which . deductions of $659,811.26 
were made, yielding the net income 
stated. 

The power company took in gross 
earning from operation amounting 
to $737,236.22. Deducting operat- 
ing expenses of $290,820.06 made 
net earnings from operation $446,- 
416.16. Miscellaneous income was 
reported to have been $9,020.58, in- 
creasing gross income, less operat- 
ing expenses, to $455,436.74, from 
which deductions of $172,405.17 
were made.

Washington’s Zoo park hummed
